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FAILURE OF BANKS 


Three In Chicag o Did Not Op en 
This Morning . 


NAD OUTSIDE INVESTM ENTS. 


Other Bank s W ^ t to the R e^^e and 
There W as Nothing In the Na­ 
ture of Run or Panic. 


Chicago, nU Dec. 18.—The Chicago 
K atioral bank , 
the Home Savings 
bank and the Equitable Trust com­ 
pany have failed. 
Depositors are to be protected 
in 
full 
by the bank s of 
the Chicago 
Clearing 
House 
association. 
The 
<;ause is said to be the involving of 
their assets by the president of the 
Chicago National bank . 
The follow­ 
ing statem ent was given out today by 
Comptroller of the Currency Ridgely: 
‘‘The action of the Chicago Clearing 
House bank s in coming to the aid of 
the Chicago National bank , the Home 
Savings bank and the Equitable Trust 
company has relieved a most critical 
situation, which, if it had not been 
tak en promptly in hand, might have 
led to very serious consequences, not 
only in Chi<!ago, but elsewhere. 
“The acti on of the Clearing House 
bank s mak *es it absolutely certain that 
all credit ors of the three institutions 
will receive their money immediately, 
and shiould thus relieve any appre­ 
hension on the part of the public in 
Tegard to financial troubles in Chi­ 
cago. 
“The 
critical situation 
in which 
these three concerns have been placed 
has been due to large loans made to 
railroad, coal mining and other enter­ 
prises owned and controlled by John 
R. Walsh. This again emphasizes the 
danger of bank s being interested in 
outside institutions requiring 
large 
am ounts of money. 
“The com ptroller’s office has 
for 
some time been criticising the condi­ 
tion of the Chicago National bank , 
and calling upon its officers and direc­ 
tors to reduce the amount of these 
loans and investments in bonds of 
W alsh’s corporations. 
“In spite of repeated promises that 
this should be done, these items have 
been continued in bank , and, in order 
to prevent further encroachments, it 
was necessary for the comptroller to 
tak e radical actiott. 
“The comptroller’s office has 
for 
some time been endeavoring to mak e 
an investigation of the Chicago Na­ 
tional bank simultaneously with an 
examination of the state institutions 
by the state bank examiner, but was 
not able to bring about this until a 
few days ago. The result of these ex­ 
aminations revealed such serious con- 
dltions that It was necessary to tak e 
Immediate action. 
“The comptroller telephoned 
from 
W ashington instructing Bank Exami­ 
ner Rosworth to bring the m atter at 
once to the attention of the Clearing 
House committee, and left for Chicago 
on the first train to be on hand to per­ 
sonally tak e whatever action was ne­ 
cessary. 
“On the arrival of the comptroller 
In Chicago a conference was Immedl- 
a t^ y had with the state authorities 
and the Clearing House committee, 
which continued from 10 o’clock Sun­ 
day morning until 5 o’clock Monday 
morning.” 
The Chicago National is capitalized 
for $ 1,000,000. 
Its liabilities include 
nearly $ 14,000.000 
in Individual de­ 
posits and $ 4,700,000 due 
to other 
hank s. 
The Home Savings bank ’s capitaliz­ 
ation Is $ 100,000; its deposits aggre­ 
gate $ 3,982,653. 
The Equitable Trust had a capital 
of $ 500,000; its liabilities include $ 2.- 
707,653 deposits. 
John R. Walsh was president of the 
failed institutions. 


DEATH O F A V ETER AN . 


Mr. Pierre Vernaz Died In Warrens- 
burg Sunday. 


Pierre Vemaz, aged 82, and a veter­ 
an of three wars, died at his home, ft* 
W arrensburg, Sunday momine. 
Ho 
was bom in Bulle, Canton de Frio- 
bourg, Switzerland, December 20,1823. 
During the war of Carlo Albertc. 
the Italian k ing, with Austria, in 184S, 
he and 
several other 
adventurous 
spirits from his home Joined the Ital­ 
ian army and fought in sevc ral battles. 
Afterward he returned to Swltze» *- 
iand and married Miss Collette P>lh- 
ont, shortly afterward emigrating to 


this country and settling In St. 
u o tjiB. 
In 1857 he joined a pari> bound for 
Fort Laramie. 
When near this fort 
they were attack ed by a hostile band 
of Indians, and the whole party dis­ 
persed. 
Mr. Vernaz received a bullet wound 
in his hand, and, deserted 
by his 
friends and with his wounds undress­ 
ed, he tramped his way to Fort Leav­ 
en m^orth. 
The only 
treatm ent 
his 
wounds received was to cool the fever 
in the water of the stru m s he cross­ 
ed. 
Mr. Vernaz removed to W arrensburg 
in 1867. 
He spent his latter life in 
orcharding and the production of na­ 
tive wines. 
Among his children are 
Adam Vemaz, a W arrensburg printer, 
whose wife was formerly Miss Fannie 
O’Brien, of Sedalia.

Ernest Forbes Was Killed This 
Morning . 


Monarch Pastry 


WAS WALKING ON TH E TRACK 


The Body Was Badly Mangled—In­ 
quest Being Held as “demo- 
crat" Goes to Press. 


Ernest Forbes, who has been an em­ 
ploye of the Missouri Pacific, at the 
new shops, was hit by the Missouri 
Pacific fast mail, train No. 7, in the 
east yards, at about 7:45 o’clock this 
morning, and instantly k illed. 
Mr. Forbes had been employed as a 
roustabout at the new shops, and went 
there early this morning and secured 
his time check , amounting to $ 41, af­ 
ter which he started for the city, walk ­ 
ing westward along the main line 
track . 
At a point about 300 yards east of 
the Emmet avenue crossing, Forbes 
stepped on the main line track and 
was hit by the fast mail train, drawn 
by engine No. 5509, and his body was 
tossed into the air and thrown a dis­ 
tance of about fifty feet. 
The members of the train crew, com­ 
posed of Conductor Wills, 
Engineer 
Marvin and Fireman Frank Martin, 
did not see Forbes before or after he 
was hit. and did not k now that a man 
had been run down and k illed while 
they were coming into the city. 
The fatal accident was witnessed by 
M. M. Golden and T. H. Jack son. They 
had not noticed Forbes walk ing along 
the track , and 
their attention 
was 
; called to the tragedy by seeing the 
unfortunate man’s body flying through 
the air. 
They Immediately notified the rail­ 
way officials, who in turn ask ed Coro­ 
ner Guy Titsworth to hold an investi­ 
gation 
into the manner 
in which 
Forbes met his death. 
Coroner Titsworth made an exaiM'

Ernest Forbes came to Sedalia about 
a year ago from the Beaman neighbor­ 
hood, having traded his farm for a 
stock of groceries owned by John W. 
Payne and wife, on West Main street. 
Forbes alleged that he had been swin­ 
dled in the transaction, and he brought 
suit against Payne to recover $ 1050, 
which he claimed was due him from 
the Paynes. 
The trial of the suit was commenced 
in the Pettis county circuit court last 
Saturday, and Forbes was to have 
been witness to testify at (he open­ 
ing of the court this morning. 
When 
the court was informed of the death of 
the plaintiff, the jury was discharged 
and the case continued to the next 
term of the court. 
The deceased was thirty-two years 
of age, and, with his wife and four 
children, resided on the west end of 
Harvey street. 
A sad feature of the 
distressing case is that Mrs. Forbes is 
almost blind, and is left alone to care 
for her little children. 
Coroner Guy Titsworth summoned 
the following jury: 
Douglas Lane, J. 
W. McKenzie, J. H. Lincoln, W. N. 
Foster, D. S. Hardin and W, W. Blaine, 
and held an inquest at the court house 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon. 
The Jury 
returned a verdict In accordance with 
the facts, and attached no blame to 
the crew of the fast mail train. 
The funeral arrangements have not 
been completed, but the burial will 
probably tak e place tomorrow at the 
Providence 
church 
cemetery, 
near 
Beaman. 
In August Mr. Forbes had his life 
insured in the Metropolitan Insurance 
company for $ 
1000, paying at that 
time the first premium of $ 12.97. His 
wife was made the beneficiary, and 
was unaware that h# had tak en out 
any insurance.

ate adu lts in their stru g g le for liv e­ 
lihood; they are not seeking a home 
of their own, nor do they realize the 
economic conditions w'hich 
demand 
that they shall make prov ision for 
the fu tu re. 
They are tender, half-formed, half- 
g rown. thou g htless, play -lov ing chil­ 
dren, withou t sense of responsibility , 
withou t sense of fu tu re needs, taken 
by other hands from the play g rou nds 
which fhey lov e, and forced to be­ 
g in a life of toil, the real meaning 
of which they know’ not and which 
for them may end only in the day s 
of their infirmity and on the ev e of 
death. 
It wou ld be absu rd to imag ine that 
we u nderestand the fu ll meaning of 
child slav ery . W^e may know isolated 
cases of trag edy ; we may know some 
of its ev ils; bu t we can hav e no notion 
of wfiat it may mean to the world 
that a million children are at the v ery 
time of adolescence taken from learn­ 
ing and play to be imprisoned in fac­ 
tories, mines and stores.

We know little of

Vinegar Fro m Prunes. 
The best vinegars are made fro m 
fruit juices and hereto fo re apples have 
been the chief so urce o f supply, with 
an o ccasio nal reso rt to pears, says 
the Po rtland Orego nian. 
In Orego n, ho wever, it has been dis­ 
co vered that prunes can be utilized 
fo r the manufacture o f vinegar, which, 
tho ugh very dark in co lo r, Is o f excel- 
¡lent quality, o f a fruity flavo r, go o d 
bo dy, and having a high acetic acid 
co ntent. 
The prunes are first washed and 
then run thro ugh a crusher, w^hlch re­ 
duces them to a pulpy mass, which is 
then Ino culated with a pure culture 
o f a specific yeast o rganism. 
This causes a stro ng and rapid fer­ 
mentatio n, which results in breaking 
do wn the fibro us pulp, reducing it to 
a clear juice, which is co llected and 
fermented in o pen barrels. 
Upo n co mplete fermentatio n, which 
takes abo ut ten days, and w'hich yields 
10 per cent o f alco ho l, the juice 
is 
reino culated with a pure culture o f 
vinegar ferment such as the familiar 
“mo ther.” 
The 
o nly 
o bjectio n to 
prune vinegar is its very dark co lo r.
